iute in Paper-Making. 


The use of jute as a paper material 
w ill greatly increase the commercial 
value of this valuable fibre. The Dun­ 
dee Advertiser (Scotland), on its ap­ 
pearance printed on jute paper, after 
apologizing for its transparency and 
thinness, says: 
“A remarkable fact 
is, that it is the product of Mr. W at­ 
son's second experiment, and if we can 
attain to such a result on only a second 
trial, there need tie no fear with re­ 
spect to further experiments. 
The 
thinness and transparency will easily 
be remedied, as there is nothing to pre­ 
vent paper made from jute being of any 
degree of tiiickness and opaqueness, 
it may be explained that this sample 
is almost entirely from old jute bag­ 
ging. 
We propose to have samples 
manufactured entirely from jute fibre. 
To some extent jute bagging and 
waste have been used by paper-makers 
for several years, mixed with other 
materials; and when we mention that 
nearly 50,000,000 jute bags were ex­ 
ported lust year—the demand for home 
requirements being also very large—it 
w ill he seen how large a quantity of 
manufactured jute there is to work 
upon, especially as bagging is only one 
class of the goods made from this ma­ 
terial.” 


The Virginia City Enterprise of the 
22d instant says : 
‘‘The present daily 
yield of ore from the Crown Point is 
450 tons, the greater part of which is

The C ran sers on Pool-Selling at 
Agricultural Fairs. 


The District Council of the Patrons 
of Husbandry of Lo.s Angeles county 
opened the fight last Fall against the 
practice of m aking liorso-racing and 
pool-selling the prominent feature in 
the State and District Agricultural 
Fairs of this State. Not only did the 
County Council at its meeting in this 
city, on the 3d of January, severely 
condemn the endorsement of gambling 
by these societies, but the Masters of 
seventeen Granges in this district sub­ 
sequently petitioned the Legislature 
t> aid an agricultural society that 
should make agricultural and mechan­ 
ical pursuits the especial feature of the 
fairs to be held by it. The memorial 
lias been favorably commented on by 
many of the prominent papers of the 
State, and has met with a hearty en­ 
dorsement from the Grangers in other 
localities. In a recent issue of the 
Healdsburg, Sonoma County, Flag, 
we notice a series of resolutions which 
take the managers of the State Agri ­ 
cultural Society severely to task for 
making “the agricultural products of 
the State, its mechanical and house­ 
hold arts, and itj m ining interests a 
secondary consideration,” ’and devot­ 
ing the greater portion of its attention 
to the encouragement of trials of speed, 
the main object of which were to afford 
opportunities of betting. The resolu­ 
tions collate from the nnnual report 
of the society for 1872 the following 
exhibit of the comparative encourage­ 
m ent given to racing and to all other 
pursuits: 
Total am ount of expenditures.............$47,381 16 
A m ount paid tor racing prem ium s.... 
00 
Total am ount of agricultural, stock, 
mcclianic.il, m ining and prem ium s 
of all kinds paid by the Society 
7,0*1 00 
The resolutions also call upon the 
Granges, all mechanical and industrial 
societies, and all good citizens of the 
State, to join with them in reforming 
the management of the State fairs. 
The Healdsburg Grangers, though 
they take emphatic grounds in opposi­ 
tion to m aking racing the prominent 
feature of our agricultural fairs, and 
protest strongly against encouraging 
pool-selling and gumbling, do not so 
far as we see object to trials of speed, 
nor would they withhold suitable pre­ 
miums for fast stock, but they do not 
see 
the 
propriety 
giving 
nearly 
twice the amount in premiums to this 
one class of animals that is offered in 
all other departments. 
As long as 
their demands are so moderate and 
reasonable, we have no doubt that the 
judgment of the people of the State 
will approve their course. 


T h e Code Com m issioners Crab. 


In the Sacramento Union of Friday 
Judge Dw indle publishes a letter in 
which he says: 
I see an article in a Los Angeles 
newspaper, which conveys the im ­ 
pression that there is a claim before 
the Legislature in behalf of Creed 
Haymond, J. C. Burch and Charles 
Lindley, for services as Code Com­ 
missioners, and that Charles Liudley 
renounces any interest in the claim, 
and avails himself of the occasion to 
denounce his late associates in the 
Code Commission. 
I use the phrase 
“conveys the impression” because it is 
difficult for anyone who knows Lind­ 
ley to reconcile this statement with 
any previous conception of that gen­ 
tleman’s character. 
It is easier to be­ 
lieve that the editor of the newspaper 
has been imposed upon bv a forgery, 
than that Lindley should have been 
the responsible author of such a state­ 
ment. 
Being one of the examiners of the 
code, I have thought it proper to pre­ 
pare the following statement, as m at­ 
ter of public justice—the Code Com­ 
missioners not deeming it either ne­ 
cessary or proper to do it in their own 
behalf. 
There is no claim, account, bill or act 
before the Legislature in favor of 
Charles Lindley, connected with the 
codes in any manner. There is a claim 
in favor of Curtis H. Lindley, son of 
Charles Lindley, for the sum of $1,800, 
for clerical labor performed upon the 
codes, in the employment oí the Code 
Commissioners. 
In the report of proceedings of the 
Legislature, and in the various news­ 
papers, the claim was referred to as 
being in favor of Haymond, Burch 
and Charles Lindley, and also for 
clerical services, but not stating by 
whom the services were rendered, or 
to whom the money was to be paid. 
Judge Lindley having been bitterly 
attacked for his supposed connection 
with the claim, replied that he has 
nothing to do with the claim and 
knows nothing about it. 


Im port Duties on Fruits. 


The House bill relating to import 
duties on fruits has been reported from 
the Finance Committee and passed in 
the Benate with important amend­ 
ments. The bill, as it goes back to the 
House for concurrence, is as follows: 
The Secretary of the Treasury is 
hereby directed to suspend payment of 
duties heretofore paid on imported 
fruits until further legislation by Con­ 
gress authorizing the same, or until a 
final decision of the .Supreme Court, 
except in cases where suits in Courts 
have been discontinued by instruction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. 
The error in punctuation in the 
clause relating to fruit-plants, in the 
fifth section of the Tariff act, approved 
June 0, 1872, of inserting a comma in­ 
stead of a hyphen after the word 
“ fruit,” is hereby corrected, and said 
clause shall read as follows: 
“Fruit- 
'plants, tropical and semi-tropical, for 
purposes of propagation or cultiva­ 
tion.”

Special Legislation. 
The Chronicle seconds our opposi­ 
tion to “Special Legislation,” and 
very truly says that the press of the 
entire State should take a hand in 
calling for the suppression of the evil. 
There Is no reason why the sessions of 
the Legislature should be mainly oc­ 
cupied in attending to private inter­ 
ests. 
Our legislators are chosen to 
work for the public interests, ami 
there are very few matters that can­ 
not be readied through the agency of 
general laws. If a general incorpora­ 
tion law is in force, we can sec no 
necessity for taking up the tim eofthe 
Legislature in giving charters to the 
various towns and cities of the State. 
If the present law is defective, let it 
be amended. It may bo that legisla­ 
tion in regard to local government, 
such as laws for the protection of game, 
restraining stock, etc., which might 
be desired by some localities, would 
not be wanted by others. 
In such 
cases a general law, providing that I lie 
people of the different counties should 
have the right to adopt or reject such 
regulations, would meet the wants of 
the public. Certainly, the business of 
the whole State should not be re­ 
quired to stand still while some person 
is having his name changed, or get­ 
ting a private claim allowed. 


Vasquez’ Last Exploit. 


The Kern county Courier says : We 
learned from Deputy Sheriff Prater, of 
Kernville, who arrived yesterday, that 
Vasquez and three companions have 
just collected a heavy contribution at 
the stage station, near W alkers’ Pass, 
on the road to Inyo, known as the 
Coyote Holes. He arrived at 1 i\ M. 
Wednesday, and remained until 8 t*. 
M. of the same day, being compelled 
to make this long delay because of the 
non-arrival of the stage from here on 
time, from which he expected to col­ 
lect a considerable sum of money. The 
first move was to secure all the horses 
in the stable, eight in number, six of 
which belonged to the stage company, 
and rob the four men who were stop­ 
ping at the place, one of whom mani­ 
festing some opposition,was shot in the 
leg by Vasquez himself, as a gentle 
reminder, he said, that such conduct 
was dangerous. The station is on a 
road th at is much traveled, and while 
waiting for the stage everybody th at 
came along was detained, requested to 
sit down and hand out his money, 
until by the time it arrived the vic­ 
tims numbered somewhere in the 
neighborhood of sixteen. There were 
four passengers in the stage, one of 
whom, Mr. Belsliaw, the mine owner 
of Cerro Gordo, they did not search, 
accepting his statement as true th at 
he had no money. They broke open 
the express box, but it contained very 
little cash. As soon as they were 
through with the stage they left, going 
in a southerly direction. Vasquez was 
very friendly and communicative with 
Ills victims and appeared in good 
health ami spirits. 
As far as is 
known lie only secured about two 
hundred and sixty dollars, and one 
watch belonging to the stage driver. 
Mr. Prater believes the principal 
rendezvous of this band is in the south­ 
eastern part of this county, and that 
lie can effect their capture or destruc­ 
tion if furnished witli a fair outfit of 
men and horses, and the means to 
keep the field until the object is ef­ 
fected. 
No expedition tliat may be 
fitted out against them stands the 
least chance of success unless organ­ 
ized on a permanent basis and pre­ 
pared to operate just so long a.s may 
be necessary. For many months past 
they have been compelled to keep 
comparatively quiet for want of grass 
for their horses, but this will now soon 
be abundant, and their depredations 
will then assume, unless something of 
the kind indicated is done, a most seri­ 
ous and alarm ing magnitude. 
The 
express and stage companies will be 
the principal sufferers. 
It is a m atter 
that intim ately concerns every busi­ 
ness man and property owner in the 
county. Bteps should at once be taken 
to fit out an expedition to keep the 
field uutil the nuisance is abated. The 
immediate and pressing necessity of 
the ease, and the sum the Governor is 
authorized to pay out of the Btate 
Treasury in case of successful results, 
should cause this to be done without 
delay. 
We omitted to mention that a 
Chronicle correspondent accompanied 
the band, who was treated with the 
greatest respect by Vasquez, and every 
facility aflbrded him for observation, 
being permitted to count the money 
and take au exact inventory of all the 
spoil.

Orange and Lemon Culture. 
The following article, lately con­ 
tributed to the California Fanner by 
an experienced and successful horti­ 
culturist, Dr. Strentzel, of Alhambra, 
Contra Costa county, may encourage 
readers to some efforts in the culture 
of these most charming tropical trees 
and fruits for homo adornment and 
gratification, if not for protlt. It is 
now demonstrated that oranges can he 
grown all over California; in fact, I 
suggest that every home could and 
should be graced by more or lessof this 
golden fruit of the Hesperides. To in­ 
sure this it is well to guide the new 
eoniers in those processes which, if 
well attended, will secure in compara­ 
tively few years, that success towards 
which the efforts of their predecesor» 
have been directed fora quarter of a 
century. 
The orange tree under favorable 
conditions is a rapid grower, hut 
when those art* lacking may remain 
stationary for years. It requires the 
richest of mellow soil, such as is al­ 
ways well drained, and must have 
also an abundance of surface moisture. 
Originally a tropical fruit, it gets ac­ 
climatized in a more temperate zone, 
and with some shelter and in a favor­ 
able location will sustain without in­ 
jury a temperature of a few degrees 
below tiie freezing point. It is a great 
feeder, tin* roots spreading over the 
surface of the ground absorb fertilizers 
readily, and require all the solar heat 
available; so the trees should have 
plenty of space, not less than fifteen 
feet apart in the rows. They require 
«ireful pruning and shortening in, 
even of the sharp, spinny thorns. When 
this is done, innumerable bearing 
shoots take their place; thus not only 
is fruitfulness promoted but much in­ 
jury to the fruit during wind-storins is 
avoided. The story of the early his­ 
tory of California fruit-culture is re­ 
peating itself. Then the product of a 
peach tree was set at hundreds of dol­ 
lars, and fortunes made by the single 
rule of arithmetic; the consequences 
of this inflation are, fewer trees now, 
ami decidedly inferior fruit. 
.Some 
count on 2,(KK) oranges to a tree; this, 
multiplied by the ruling price for the 
best fruit, looks very handsome, «<> we 
see tiie market crowded with sour, 
half-ripened, perfectly worthless fruit, 
to the injury of the careful grower. 
Now, in our latitude, anything like 
two or three hundred large, rich, per­ 
fect oranges on a tree in its teens 
should satisfy the cupidity even of a 
diamond salter. Orange trees can be 
bought now by the thousand, and at 
a very low price, thus parties wishing 
to plant extensively can be easily sup­ 
plied and without loss of time. But 
my object in writing this sketch is to 
encourage the new comer, the man of 
little means, but sturdy of arm and 
will; and more so our girls, panting 
for extended sphere of labor. To these 
I would say. obtain a few of the best 
flavored and largest ripe oranges, se­ 
lect the plumpest seed, and plant it 
fresh, in boxes with perforated bot­ 
toms, and sides about eight inches 
high, filled up with rich, mellow soil 
that will not hake, dropping the seeds 
five inches apart, and covering one 
inch—keep the box in a warm room 
and the soil damp. When the young 
plants appear, give plenty of air and 
sunshine, and sprinkle them every 
evening with slightly tepid water—if 
there is no frost apprehended, and the 
nights are warm, keep your boxes out 
of doors, sheltered from wind and 
burning sun; a screen made of un­ 
bleached muslin will answer for both. 
Fork over the surface between the 
plants occasionally, and mulch it tow­ 
ards midsummer with well decompos­ 
ed manure. The seedlings should at­ 
tain the bight of 12—18 inches during 
the season—but be not too ambitious 
to stimulate an exuberant growth; 
rather shorten in the rampant shoots 
and secure a stocky symmetrical 
growth. 
During the Winter keep 
them in a dry, airy place, with a tem­ 
perature never under 33 degrees and 
not over tit) degrees, and in the Spring 
transplant them to larger and deeper 
boxes. This is the time to craft them 
over—if you kffow of a tree hearing 
superior fruit, or a particular foreign 
variety from which you could obtain 
scions—otherwise let them be, as the 
fruit is reproduced true from seed. 
Seedlings are the thriftiest and har­ 
diest, make larger and finer trees, and 
if carefully shortened in and the form­ 
ing of fruit buds promoted by nipping 
tiie ends of shoots, will hear early 
enough. All the grafted foreign va- 
sieties are more tender, of slender, 
stunted growth, and the few oranges 
t hey bear a year or two earlier do not 
amount to much, generally. Except in 
very favorable localities the seedlings 
should remain in boxes the second 
year, afibrding a greater facility for 
sheltering them during the Winter, 
and be transplanted out in the open 
ground the third year. The time of 
the year for transplanting small trees 
is immaterial, providing it is not done 
during scorching midsummer days, 
but, like other evergreens they should 
always be lifted with the eartli adher­ 
ing to and covering the roots in a 
lump. 
After transplanting they 
should be copiously watered to settle 
the ground, and the trees shaded from 
the sun for a week and more. In 
choosing a site for an orange grove 
former observation is necessary to in­ 
dicate the spot exempt from hard 
freezing. 
A few feet of elevation 
above the surrounding surface, a few 
feet to tiie right or left of the prevail­ 
ing currents, make a vast difference 
in the climatic peculiarities of a given 
location. This was well understood 
by the Digger Indians: their ancient 
camps along the banks of creeks, in 
the innumerable little valleys among 
the hills, are just the places; they in­ 
variably combine mellow soil, en­ 
riched by the ofl'ul of the camp, with 
nearness to water, and are always the 
most cosy and sheltered nooks In all 
the country. In these nooks, vines, 
tomatoes, and melons will remain 
green nearly all winter, and young 
plant» are not injured by Spring frosts. 
Next, a free supply of water is essen­ 
tial. The holes for the reception of 
orange trees should be four feet in 
depth and the same in diameter, with 
a layer of old bones at the bottom, six 
or "eight indies deep, filled up half 
way with the richest top soil, well 
pulverized, and all drenched with 
water till thoroughly settled. The 
tree with the adherent ball of earth is 
f 
daced in the center a couple of inches 
liglier than it stood before, and the 
hole filled in. The general rules as to 
flirt he» treatment and pruning must 
lie adhered to. 
In most parts of our State the trees 
when young will require more or less 
shelter during cold spells; anything 
that will prevent a current of air 
around a plant, after sunset, and con­ 
sequent reduction of temperature, or 
thawing after a freeze, will answer. 
Thus, boughs of evergreens or even 
brush stuck around, or a frame of polls 
covered ever, with discarded sacks, the 
shelter of a wall with an overtopping 
j-oof, can fill be made use of and will 
answer the purpose. 
The copious 
sprinkling of the trees at sunrise, after 
a cold, freezy night is also most effec­ 
tive; also the planting between, in 


altérnate rows, of evergreen, for which 
purpose the different varieties of the 
eucalyptus are eminently adapted. 
Tiie foliage on older trees and ripe 
fruit is sometimes coated over, during 
the summer, with a black rust, con­ 
sidered by some a parasitic growth; 
this washes off easily, without leaving 
a trace. It appears rather to be an 
accretion of dust mixed with the ex­ 
uded volatile oil abounding in the 
leaves and outer rind of the fruit; by 
copious showering during the Summer, 
any injury from t lint cause can be 
easily obviated. More serious, as af­ 
fecting the growth of the trees, is t he* 
rapid increase of the scale insect—they 
don’t mind the camomile recommend­ 
ed by some, but soap-suds or weak lye- 
washos subdue them effectually. 
The same processes are followed in 
raising lemons; the tree Is rather more 
tender than the orange, but the fruit 
often more profitable. I have lemon 
seedling trees bearing as perfect and 
large fruit as the best of Sicily. 
Oranges and lemons can be safely 
transported long distances, and the 
market for thorn is unlimited at re­ 
munerative prices; there is no possi­ 
bility of overstocking. Nothing need 
be wasted from the products of this 
culture; the surplus leaves dried are 
used in pharmacy, and make a very 
palatable tea, and should supercede 
the nerve-unstringing Bohea ; the 
dropping flowers are the source of the 
costly ojl, neroli. The smallest green 
fruit finds a demand for the best of 
bitters; the larger, for preserving; the 
ripe fruit, a luxury in itself, is the best 
corrective of the injurious effects of a 
too nutritious and greasy diet; the 
wood is very firm, elastic and durable; 
even the sharp thorns make the best 
and most fragrant toothpicks. 
The culture of those two varieties of 
fruit can (ill the full scope of available 
labor in our (State. No girl need be 
idle, but can raise her dowry in orange 
and iemo.i trees, each bearing tree, at 
the most moderate estimate, repre­ 
senting a capital of §100 invested at 
the highest percent.

During the late session of the Na­ 
tional Trotting Association in New 
York the delegates representing the 
Cleveland Club, Buffalo Driving Park 
Association, Utica Park Association, 
and Hampden (Springfield, Mass.) 
Park Association held a conference at 
the Hoffman House. After full dis­ 
cussion it was agreed to propose to 
their several associations to form a 
grand combination, and a plan of ope­ 
rations was drawn up. The Cleveland 
Club, at its meeting on Saturday last, 
ratified the action of the conference in 
this city. The principal points of the 
plan arranged are that the entries for 
all four meetings of the above grand 
quadrilateral are to close si mu It a- 
neously on the 21st of July, at 
!) P. M., and the races will take 
place 
during 
four 
consecutive 
weeks, beginning at Cleveland and 
continuing at Buffalo, Utica and 
Springfield, in the order named—the 
races at Cleveland to be 011 the last four 
days of July. The associations of this 
combination offer a total of §145,000 in 
premiums, as follows: Cleveland, $35,­ 
000; Buffalo, $40,000, Utica, §30,000, 
and Springfield, 840,000. A Board of 
Stewards, consisting of John Tod, of 
the Cleveland Club; it. A. Buck, of the 
Buffalo Club; Krastus 'A. Wright, of 
the Utica Association, and L. J. Pow­ 
ers, of the Springfield Association, 
have been appointed to arrange one 
programme for all four meetings and 
other details. These meetings will lie 
exclusively for trotting horses, except 
the one at Cleveland, at which there 
will l>e three running races. There 
will l»o no pacing at either meeting. 


A Dishonest Empluyee. 
The Walla Walla Statcxinan of the 
14th instant has the following: 
W. 1$. Morris, General Superintend­ 
ent of the Northwestern Stage Com­ 
pany, arrived hereon Thursday on his 
return from Portland, having gone to 
that city in pursuit of a man named 
McFecley, who had been employed on 
the route between Baker City and 
Boise. It is the custom of the com­ 
pany to draw warrants in favor of em­ 
ployes on the Boise office. McFecley, 
who had been in the employ of the 
company for three years, and had sus­ 
tained the reputation ol being honest 
and in every way trustworthy, was se­ 
lected by the employes to take their 
warrants to Boise anil cash them. This 
has been the custom for some time, 
and on tile first of the present month 
warrants to the amount of nearly $300 
were intrusted to McFeeley. 
This 
time he returned without the money, 
saying lie had been unable to cash 
their orders. As soon as lie had made 
this annmiMcement he informed the 
men that lie would just ride down to 
the next station, as lie had some busi­ 
ness there widen called his attention, 
and that he would return in the morn­ 
ing. He went to the next station, and 
so on until lie readied Portland. An 
investigation was had, when it was 
discovered that he had cashed the 
warrants, pocketed the coin, and, like 
an Arab, had folded his tent and 
quietly stole away; in fact, he had 
stole all he could. He was tracked to 
Portland, at which place Mr. Morris 
learned that his bird had taKen flight 
for tiie (Stickeen mines, not, however, 
before lie had dropped §250 while fight­ 
ing the tiger. Gambling seems to 
have been his ruling passion, and to 
this may be assigned bis downfall. 


Discouragement of Drunkenness. 
Mr. Higby on Thursday introduced 
a bill in the Assembly to discourage 
drunkenness and punish crime and 
pauperism. It provides for licensing 
retail liquor dealers. Persons apply­ 
ing for licenses must file §3,000 bonds 
with the County Clerk to secure pay­ 
ment for damages resulting to hus­ 
band, child or parent by the sale of 
liquors. The rate of license is left 
blank. It confers, also, the right of 
damages against vendors, to be insti­ 
tuted by the person injured, including 
women, who may sue as a Jcmme Hole. 
Moneys received for the licenses may 
go to the school fund. The bill further 
provides that local option elections 
shall be ordered by the Supervisors on 
application of one-third the qualified 
voters. The penalty of selling liquors 
without a liesnse ranges from §10 to 
$500. County Clerks are required to 
furnish lists of liquor shops to the 
Grand Jury and District Attorneys, 
which they are allowed twenty-five 
per cent. It was referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Public Morals.

Roads—Hinds, Every and Machado. 
A motion was made and carried that 
hereafter all bills against the county 
must be presented to tlie desk at least 
five days before any regular meeting 
of the Board of Supervisors. 
The following bills were presented 
and referred t« tlie Finance Commit­ 
tee: San Juan Road District, $41; Mr. 
Poland, $53; J. M. Donaldson, $203; S. 
M. Neighbors, $80 50; I). R. Lilly, 
$55; A. 1’. Wilber, $3; S. G. Reynolds, 
$08 85; C. J. Lamour, $42 50; Justice 
Strattorn, $0; Mr. MeOonas, $0; Robert 
Orr, $5; Luke Smith, $428 75; Lips & 
l)es Autels, $29 25; H. I). Barrows & 
Co., $60; E. H. Jones, $30; Neitzke & 
Co., $24. 
Tlie following bills were ordered 
paid: Broderick & Co., $27 35; Mirror 
Printing Company, $17 50; Daily Star, 
$58 72; Heilman, Haas & Co., $48 70; 
Water Company, $42; Gas Company, 
$24 50; John Osborne, $17 50; Saun­ 
ders & Co. $28 75. 
The bill of S. Lehman for $78, not 
being properly attested, was not re­ 
ceived. 
A petition was received from S. See- 
bold, the County Surveyor,asking that 
an office be granted him in the Court 
House, as the old Board of Supervisors 
had granted the room usually occupied 
by the Surveyor to the Sheriff, and 
had given the Recorder tlie Sheriff’s 
room, so that the Surveyor had no 
room. He was granted the use of the 
room belonging to tlie Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Tlie Board took a recess till 1:30 p. m, 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
On motion, all bills relating to the 
arrest and transportation of criminals 
were referred to the District Attorney 
for his advice, as to how to act on 
them. 
A motion was made and carried that 
the Spanish members of tlie Board 
nominate some person to act as inter­ 
preter for them. Juan Carrillo was 
nominated and elected, at a salary of 
five dollars per day. 
On motion, the District Attorney 
was empowered to order a dozen chairs 
to be used in his office. 
The County Recorder was granted 
authority to order two blank books for 
deeds, to be used in his office. 
A report was read from the Surveyor 
and Road Viewers, requesting the con­ 
struction of a road from Compton to 
Alameda street, in Los Angeles, and a 
map of tlie proposed road was exhib­ 
ited and explained. Action on the 
matter was deferred until next day. 
A petition was read from the citi­ 
zens of Fill Monte, requesting the 
county to assist them in turning the 
waters of the San Gabriel river into its 
old channel, as it is greatly injuring 
their lands and endangering all their 
interests,besides destroying thecounty 
road in that vicinity. 
The citizens of El Monte offered to 
subscribe $3,000, and asked tlie Board 
to appropriate $4,000, for tiie work. 
A map of the San Gabriel river and 
its branches was exhibited, and a full 
explanation given, when the Board 
allowed the members of a committee 
from tlie citizens of El Monte to speak 
in fuvor of the proposition. 
Mr. S. Ellis spoke at length on the 
question and showed the great amount 
of damage which had already been 
done and the damage which will prob­ 
ably be done if tlie matter is not 
promptly attended to. He said it 
would take at least $10,000 to make 
the work secure, but that it is really a 
feasible project. 
M. F. Gwiu and Mr. Stanfiver nlso 
spoke on the question in support of 
Mr. Ellis, and gave about the same 
reasons. 
Action in tlie matter was deferred 
until next day at 10 o’clock. 
Reports were read from the road- 
niasters of the San Antonio, El Monte 
and San Jose Road Districts, and were 
accepted. 
On motion bids were received from 
the different printing offices of Los 
Angeles for the printing of six thous­ 
and blanks for the use of tbe County 
Assessor. The contract was awarded 
to the Mirror Job Printing office for 
forty-eight dollars. 
A motion was made and carried that 
next morning bids lie received from 
the printing offices of Los Angeles for 
the county advertising for one year, 
including the legal blanks which may 
be needed. 
The Board adjourned till 10 o’clock 
next morning. " 


Funeral of Capt. Atkinson. 
Sunday morning at 10 o’clock, the 
Veterans of tlie Mexican War accom­ 
panied to the grave the remains of one 
of their comrades, who devoted the 
best years of his life to the service of 
his country. Captain Atkinson's life 
was of such a quiet and unobtrusive 
character as to leave him with but 
comparatively few acquaintances, but 
those that knew him all agree in ex­ 
tolling his virtues. Through the ef­ 
forts of Major C. N. Wilson his ser­ 
vices were recognized by the Govern­ 
ment by granting him a pension, but 
it only came in time to cheer the heart 
of the old man with the knowledge 
that the sufferings and hardships of 
his hard years of service were appre­ 
ciated. The Sisters’ Asylum afforded 
him a pleasant retreat during the rem­ 
nant of his declining life, and there he 
received tlie affectionate attention so 
solacing to tlie aged and infirm. To 
John D. Dunlap, Esq., Deputy United 
States Marshal, much credit is due for 
his kind attention, he having taken 
entire charge of the funeral obsequies. 
Gov. Downey, E. E. Hewitt, H. C. 
Wiley, F. Signoret and other members 
of the Mexican Veteran Corps, at­ 
tended the funeral services and paid 
tlie last sud honors at the soldier's 
grave. 


Our Cross-Walks. 
A few words in regard to cross­ 
walks again. During tlie past month 
or two some very good ones were con­ 
structed, and we hope the good work 
of building new ones will go on. If 
now the City Council will pass an 
ordinance fining all persons who hitch 
their horses or stop on the street so 
as to leave tlie horses or vehicle di­ 
rectly across the walk, thereby com­ 
pelling pedestrains to wade tlie mud to 
get by it, they will prevent what is 
now of very common occurrence. Yes­ 
terday we noticed two ladies and a 
child very reluctantly taking to the 
mud to pass by inexcusable obstruc­ 
tion. 
The Walla Walla Statesman of the 
14th inst. says: “The cold snap of two 
weeks was quite severe on some of our 
stock men, many of them reporting 
heavy losses. Dr. Whitley, who lives 
on the Walla Walla, informs us that 
he lost between forty and fifty head.”

Dr. Barton, with characteristic en­ 
terprise, is experimenting in tea cul­ 
ture. The young plants look beauti­ 
ful, and seem to be thriving. 
Dr. Barton is preparing to plant a 
forty-acre field in tigs; a twenty-acre 
field in oranges, and a twenty-acre one 
in almonds, lie has a splendid nur­ 
sery. 
An exceedingly rich specimen of 
gold quartz was, on Tuesday, brought 
to Professor Woodhull, from a newly 
discovered lode in the Ord District 
The Professor pronounces it full of free 
gold. 
Four assays of rock from the Yucia- 
pa mining district, made by Mr. Wood- 
null on Wednesday, averaged $75 34 
in gold. The boys are wild with ex­ 
citement. Winters is sweet and smil­ 
ing as the fairest Summers. 
Another very valuable mine has been 
discovered in the Ord District. It 
ranges from four to twenty feet in 
width and the croppings extend in 
length nearly a mile. Various assays 
have been made of the rock; they 
range from $50 to $000. The ledge lias 
been purchased by Colonel \Vilson 
and Mr. Gilbert. They already have 
men at work boring tunnels and sink­ 
ing shafts. A great many miners are 
eagerly prospecting the adjoining 
country, several of whom have al­ 
ready, in their opinion, struck it rich. 
Colonel Wilson deserves that his in­ 
telligent enterprise be rewarded with 
success.
